This map is a layered PDF. Different layers can be selected to view a single attribute or
many. To turn the layers “On” and “Off” follow these steps:

e On the left side of Acrobat, click the layers tab (circled in red below)
e Click + next to the file icons to expand and view which layers can be turned on
and off
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e An eye shows that the level is active or on. Click the eye to toggle the layer on
and off.
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Please note that all layers are “On” when opening the PDF. You will need to turn off
multiple layers in order to view attributes that are listed lower within the legend.
